Urging that the Central and 
Southern Flood Control District.

presented a report to the water 
control session at the State 
Chamber of Commerce meeting 
in West Palm Beach Tuesday. 

"Deviation from the plan and 
established priorities for the 
benefit of community interests,

Such action will open the doors 
to political pressure which will 
lead to confusion and dissen- 
sion," Jones stated. 

He. made special reference to

He announced that a public 
meeting of landowners and en- 
gineers from the U. S. Corps and 
the FCD is scheduled to be held 
here in January for the purpose 
of discussing controls in and out 
of Lake Okeechobee. 

Stressing the importance of 
a road system in this area, Jones 
recommended that county com- 
missioners wtihin the district 
be urged to take full advantage 
of the levies and dikes by con-

To retard the alarming soil 
subsidence in the muck lands 
as pointed out in a recent report, 
Jones emphasized the import- 
ance of speeding up the pro- 
gram. 

"Remedial action pointed out 
by the report demands a high 
water table and this table can 
be maintained consistently only 
by the facilities provided by this 
overall plan," he stated. “The 
production on these lands will 
reimburse the total expenditure 
of the program within a few 
years." $ 

Other recommendations in- 
clude: that landowners be re- 
stricted in use of their lands 
during construction; that: this 
southeastern area be placed in 
a high priority category due to 
its tremendous growth beyond 
projected conditions; that ac-

Previously, the rehabilitation 
training had been limited to 
Korean veterans who needed] 
it and whose service-connected 
disabilities had resulted from 
armed conflict or extra-ffazard- 
ous service outside of combat— 
under Public Law 894, 82nd 
Congress. 

This limitation, in effect, 
barred hundreds of veterans— 
disabled while serving in the 
United States or in non-combat 
zones elsewhere—from Feder- 
ally sponsored training pro- 
gram. Those entitled, in the 
past, were mainly veterans in- 
jured or disabled in Korea it- 
self. 

Pàblic Law 170, which 
amends Public Law 894, 83nd 
Congress, lifts the bar. by ell- 
minating the “armed conflict” 
and: "extra-hazardous" require-| 
ments. 

This amendment extends vo- 
cation rehabilitation under Pub- 
lic Law 16, 78th Congress, to 
those veterans disabled in any 
part of the world after fighting | 
started in Korea, needed to 
overcome the handicap of a dis- 
ability incurred or aggr:

Fla. Bolsters Agricultural 
Production By Drainage 


Floridians have bolstered 
agricultural production through 
drainage of 6,075,530 acres of 
grazing and farm lands, the 
Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce pointed out recently. 
Florida has 238 drainage en- 
terprises, each of which affects 
500 acres or more. Of these, 
98 are operated under the drai 
ge district plan, 102 are in- 
dividually owned and 4 are 
commercial projects. Virtually 
all drained land is included in 
the 238 drainage operaitons, 
however 141612 acres are 
drained in connection with the 
1,652 irrigation enterprises 
throughout the State. E 
In 1920 there were 1,637,073 
Florida acres drained and by 
1930 there-were 5,954,934 acres. 
Between 1930 and 1940 several 
projects were abandoned there- 
by reducing the acreage slight- 
ly. After 1940 drained acreage 
increased to 6,075,530 acres, net 
of abandonment, 

Prior to 1940 a tota] of 3,022 
miles of drainage ditches were 
constructed. Since that time 
2,263 miles have been added. 
Cost of drainage projects are! 
tabulated in this week's busi- 
ness review of the State Cham- 
ber's research and industrial di- 
vision. The capital investment. 
of all drainage enterprises in 
use in Florida in 1940 was $43,- 
456,692. Since then, $18,602, 
511 have been spent on oper: 
tion, maintenance and new con- 
struction. 

The outstanding indebtedness 
of all drainage projects in Flér- 
ida was $32,295,849 in 1940. By 
last year this figure had been’ 

educed to $12,759,985.

ings for the wholesale sale of 
these meats. 

Lamb and mutton retailers 
will the same formula in 
recalculating their present ceil- 
ings when the new wholesale 
ceilings in CPR 92 go into ef- 
fect. These retailers will also 
use the formula to recalculate 
their ceilings each week until 
dollars-and-cents retail lamb 
ceilings are issued. Until then, 
retail lamb ceilings will be 
based on total cost of lamb, 
rather than on a cut-by-cut 
basis. 

"The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion said that in most instances 
the new lamb ceiling prices, 
both at wholesale and retail, 
will be higher than those estab- 
lished under the General Ceil- 
ing Price Regulation. The for- 
mula method for recalculating 
ceiling prices of retail veal will 
also result in increases, on the 
average, in ceilings established 
under the GCPR.

Candles, made 
of suet and tallow, were not 
just the thing compared to the 
perfume of the green candles 
made from bayberries. 

The self-effacing bush, which 
bears these wax berries, does 
not have brilliant flowers to 
attract our eyes; and its modest 
white berries are hidden close 
to the stem under a mantel of 
evergreen leaves. Their 
branches reach to the ground 
and remain green the year 
‘round. 


RUSSIAN GERMANY BANS
